DIANA THE DROPOUT 


Weatherman's Bomb Kills 
Girl Who Had Everything

When Diana Oughton, dead at 
28, was buried in Dwight, 111., 
on Tuesday, March 24, 1970. the 
family and friends gathered at 
her grave did not really know 
who she was. 
The minister who led the 
mourners in prayer explained 
Diana s death as part of the 
violent history of the times, but 
the full truth was not so simple. 
The newspapers had provided 
a 
skeleton 
of 
facts. 
Diana 
Oughton and two young men 
were killed March 6 in a bomb 
explosion 
which 
destroyed 
a 
townhouse 
in 
New 
York's 
Greenwich Village. Two young 
women, their clothes blown off. 
had run unharmed 
from the 
crumbling 
house 
and 
disap­ 
peared after showering at the 
home of a neighbor. 
It had 
taken police four days to find 
Diana's body at the bottom of 
the rubble and another week to 
identify it. 


Diana and the o hers were 
members of the violent revolu­ 
tionary group known as “the 
Weathermen.” They had turned 
the townhouse into what police 
described as a “ bomb factory.”

destroy American society. 
The facts were clear but the 
townspeople

Dwight 
(pop. 
3,086) could not relate them to 
the 
Diana they 
remembered. 
Her family, too, had their own 
m e m o r i c s. Diana's father, 
Jam es Oughton, had watched 
her tear away from a closely- 
knit family and at life where 
beautiful and fine things were 
important. 
Her nanny, Ruth Morehart. 
remembered how' uneasy Diana 
felt about the money which set 
the Oughtons apart and how, 
when only six, she had asked: 
“ Ruthie, why do we have to be 
rich?” 
Carol, her sister, recalled the 
laSt phone call, days before 
Diana’s death, and the voice 
that asked: “Will the family 
stand by me, no matter what?”

There had been 
the

brained student at Bryn Mawr 
college, the self-denying teacher 
1 in an impoverished Guatemalan 
market town, and finally the 
Diana that no one in Dwight 
really knew or understood—the 
serious, 
closely-shorn 
woman 


whose mug shots appeared on 
police files

Diana 
had 
never 
stopped 
loving her family, but the bomb 
which 
accidentally killed her 
had been designed ultimately to 
kill them and their kind. The 
revolution she died for would 
have stripped her father of his 
vast farmlands, blown his bank 
to pieces,, and destroyed in a 
moment the name and position 
it had taken a century to build. 
Her love of family was not 
the only traditional value that 
Diana was unable to shed. She

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Some Appreciation Due 
To Those Who Held Line 
When b u d g e t i n g time comes 
around for local government bodies, 
there is much talk about “holding the 
Hue.” How well the elected boards suc­ 
ceed in holding the line, however, does 
not become a p p a r e n t until the tax 
rates are set. And by that time, the 
outcry has died down. 
It is appropriate, now that all juris- 
d i c t i o n s have set their tax rates, to 
give credit to those that were most 
successful in holding the line. 
SUCH CREDIT is due to the Belve­ 
dere City Council, which succeeded in 
cutting the city tax rate by 5 cents, 
from $1.75 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion last year to $1.70 this year. It is 
due to the Larkspur City Counc i l , 
which shaved a cent from that city s 
rate to bring it down to $1.25, and to 
the San Rafael City C o u n c i l , which 
kept last year’s 86-cent rate except for 
adding 4.33 cents to begin retirement 
of the sewer bond issue authorized by 
the voters in June. 
Credit should go also to the school 
boards of Nicasio district, for a budget 
permitting a 17-cent tax rate reduction 
($1.97); Ross district, for a 12.5-cent 
cut (to $3.28); Tamalpais High School 
D i s t r i c t , for a 5.5-cent drop (to 
$2.235);*Marin Community C o l l e g e 
District, for a 4-cent reduction (to 89 
cents); Kentfield district, for a bali­ 
cen t decrease (to $3.325). Special no­ 
tice should be given the San Rafael 
B o a r d of Education, which — after 
voters had rejected proposals for high­ 
er tax ceilings in both elementary and 
high school districts — succeeded in 
cutting the high school rate by 10.5 
cents (to $2.19) while increasing the el­ 
ementary rate by 11.5 cents (to $3.39), 
thus making an overall increase of 
only one cent. 
MANY OF the special districts re­ 
duced tax rates or held them at last 
year's figures. Among the community

services districts, cuts were made by 
Terra Linda (4.5 cents, to an 88.5-cent 
rate), Marinwood (4 cents, to $1.515), 
and Monte Maria (2.5 cents, to 11.5 
c e n t s). Gallinas Village, Marin City, 
Muir Beach and Tamalpais CSDs held 
to last year's rates. 
Four sanitary* districts cut t h e i r 
rates: Alto, by 10 cents (to 12 cents); 
Homestead Valley, by 5 cents (to 31 
cents); Las Gallinas Valley, by 4 cents 
(to 10.5 cents); Tamalpais Valley, by 
one cent (to 9.5 cents). Six others heíd 
to last year’s rates: Ross Valley, Corte 
Madera, T i b u r ó n , Richardson Bay, 
Sausalito-Marin City, and San Rafael. 
T e r r a Linda Recreation District 
shaved its rate 1.5 cents (to 68.5 cents), 
while Strawberry Recreation District 
he! * eve*;. 
Kentfield Fire District s l i c e d its 
rate by 4 cents, to 88 cents, while the 
rate in Novato Fire District wTas un­ 
changed. And the Marin M o s q u i t o 
Abatement District 1 e v i e d the same 
2.5 cents it has used for many years. 
THERE WERE, of course, some 
that did not come even close to holding 
the line. Among the cities, the sharp­ 
est rate increase was in Mill Valley: 
50.4 cents, to a total of $2.929. In the 
school districts, it was in Fairfax: 97.5 
cents, to $3.975, including a boost in 
the general purpose tax authorized by 
the voters at the polls. Biggest change 
was in Bel M a r i n Keys Community 
Service District, where the rate went 
from $1.25 to $3— but with voter ap-

A LAST GOOD word for un­ 
leaded gasoline came when we 
went on to another Standard 
station for some of that old 
wonderful gasoline — the kind 
loaded with lead that we are 
told will kill us all someday. 
This attendant, when we told 
him tale, s n o r t e d that he 
wouldn’t put u n 1 e a d e d gas 
even in his lawnmower. 
The crowning touch came a 
few days later when Standard, 
in a mailer to charge plate 
customers, sent us a brochure 
announcing, “Now! For clean­ 
er air — new Chevron unlead­ 
ed.” 
STANDARD S PUBLIC rela­ 
tions department got a re­ 
searcher to explain that we 
had been given bum advice by 
our mechanic and the two 
Standard attendants. “T h e 
facts are that it can be used in 
any car operating in normal 
service without any concern 
about burning valves,” he in­ 
sisted. 
But by the time he added 
that it generally should not be 
used in cars in heavy duty 
such as towing, or in small 
foreign cars with high-speed 
engines, or in cars needing 
fuel with an octane rating 
higher than 91, it turned out 
that only 15 to 20 per cent 
could use unleaded gas without 
either knocking, itself harm­ 
ful, or 'without burning up 
valves. 
“The only way you can de­ 
termine whether to use it,” he 
said, “is by trying It.” He as­ 
sured us that its trial use to 
find out if it will work will not 
damage any car. 
THIS EXPLANATION, how­ 
ever. did not quiet our feeling 
that Standard failed to match 
its advertising claims with all 
the facts. Its only caution in 
the advertisements was that 
the new gas also was suitable 
for pre-1971 cars “with low oc­ 
tane requirements.” 
This ignored the fact that 
most oil companies and auto 
manufacturers virtually have 
hidden all information on the 
octane needs and standards of 
their produces. But that’s an­ 
other bone to chew on. 


WASHINGTON (UP!) - 
Eight little words could enor­ 
mously improve the quality of 
.American life. 
The w o r d s are “sir,” 
“ma’am,” “please,” “thank 
you,” and “in my opinion.” 
If each of us made a point of 
using them on every possible 
occasion, we’d stop irritating 
each other so much. 
Too many people today seem 
to think courtesy is an optional 
frill. It’s not. It’s an essential 
lubricant of human relations. 
Without it, friction quickly 
generates excessive heat. 
Take “sir” and “ma'am” 
for example. 
To employ these terms of 
address is not a sign of subser­ 
vience. It’s a way of saying to 
another person: “I respect 
your d i g n i t y as a human 


Black people who are sensi­ 
tive to any suggestion of infe­ 
rior status may shrink from 
using these words in speaking 
to white people. That’s under­ 
standable. But there’s no rea­ 
son why white people cannot 
say “sir” and “ma’am'' to 
black people. 
The courtesy eventually will 
be reciprocated. In the mean­ 
time, if things are a bit onesid­ 
ed. perhaps it’s time the shoe 
was on the other foot. 
“Please” and “thank you” 
are demulcent words in any 
human encounter, and they 
can be particularly helpful in 
reducing friction between par­ 
ents and children. The wise 
parent doesn’t try to extract 
these words from his offspring 
by compulsion. He sets an ex­ 
ample by using them himself. 
To say “please” to a child—or 
any other person in a depend­ 
ent or subordinate role, such 
as an employe or servant— 
converts a demand into a re­ 
quest. “Thank you” is a way 
of saying, “I also am depend­ 
ent on you.” 
Everyone wants to feel need­ 
ed and valued. “Please” and 
“thank you” convey this feel­ 
ing better than almost any­ 
thing you can say. 
“In my opinion” is the least 
used but potentially most help­ 
ful phrase of all. 
We have all fallen into the 
habit of speaking too dogmati­ 
cally. We say, in effect. “I 


know what I’m talking about 
buster, and if you don’t see 
it my way you’re just too stu­ 
pid to understand.” 
That kind of arrogant speech 
will produce nothing but irrita­ 
tion, whether it’s directed at 
your wife, your children, your 
neighbor, a political opponent 
or the guy sitting next to you 
on the bus who dares to differ 
with you about Spiro Agnew. 
But if you precede or follow 
your pronouncements with the 
defusing phrase, “in my opin­ 
ion,” a useful dialog frequent­ 
ly can result. These three 
words acknowledge that the 
other person may have a dif­ 
ferent view of the matter, that 
he's as entitled to his view as 
you are to yours, and that it’s 
at least possible he's right and 
you’re wrong. 
Perhaps, if we abandon the 
illusion of infallibility we can 
begin to communicate with 
each other and rebuild the 
spirit of mutual t o l e r a n c e 
which is necessary to the har- 
m o n i o u s functioning of a 
free society. 
In my opinion, that is. 


of professional guidance. Once 
upon a time strictly “home­ 
grown” talent was all that was 
needed in a small town. But 
that day has long since pass­ 
ed.To assume the Fairfax Coun­ 
cil is feuding because it voted 
for a full-time administrator 
shows some ignorance of facts.

Don’t make (he same mistake 
President Hoover did; it wpuld 
imperil the American econo- 
my.Hoover’s mistake w a a to 
sign Into law the Smoot* 
Hawley protection tariff bill 
over the warning of the econo­ 
mists that it would deepen the 
depression and start a disas­ 
trous trade war. 
It did both. 
NOW THE ECONOMISTS 
are appealing to Mr. Nixon to 
v e t o the protectionist import- 
quota bill now before Con­ 
gress, on the ground that it, 
too, would start a perilous 
trade war. 
Richard Nixon will have to 
decide his veto question soon. 
At least three times as many 
economists — all members of 
the American Economic Asso­ 
ciation—are signing the peti­ 
tion to Nixon as signed the one 
to Hoover. 
Their warning: The quota bill 
will hurt everybody including 
the Un'ted States; every trad­ 
ing nation will suffer. 
THE HOOVER-NIXON par­ 
allels the fascinating — and 
ominous. 
Neither President was pro­ 
tectionist-minded. 
Hoover was lured for politi­ 
cal reasons into promising 
Sen. William Borah that he 
would support some reduction 
in farm, imports. 
Mr. Nixon was lured for po­ 
litical reasons into promising 
Sen. Strom Thurmond that he 
would support some quota re­ 
striction on textile imports. 
In the Smoot-Hawley bill the 
Congess went way beyond 
what Hoover had asked. 
The quota bill approved by 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee goes way beyond 
what Richard Nixon asked, 
and before the Senate gets 
through with it, the protection­ 
ist provisions will likely grow 
still larger. 
THE PRINCIPAL drafters 
of the appeal to Hoover to veto 
Smoot-Hawley — Dr. Clair 
Wilcox, then president of the 
American Economic Associa­ 
tion, and former Sen. Paul 


Douglas, (hen professor at the 
University of Chicago — are 
two of the principal drafters of 
the plea to Nixon. 
The appeal to Mr. Nixon, 
which will soon be made pub­ 
lic in Washington, la sponsored 
by the Committee for a Na­ 
tional Trade Policy, compris­ 
ing a wide crosa*section of 
business leaders. Its chairman 
is Charles P Taft and its exec­ 
utive director, John W. Hight. 
It is endorsed by diverse and 
prestigious economists. Among 
them are the chairman of ev­ 
ery President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers (except Rich­ 
ard Nixon’s) since this body 
was created by Congress in 
1946: Gardner Ackley under 
Johnson, Walter W. Heller un­ 
der K e n n e d y, Raymond J. 
Saulnier u n d e r Eisenhower, 
and Leon II. Keyserling under 
Truman. 
AS A CONSEQUENCE of the 
Smoot-Hawley Act, the econo­ 
mists point out, “our exports 
shriveled, intensifying our un­ 
employment a n d deepening 
the depression. The d o l l a r 
weakened.” 
The economists do not argue 
that some of our trading part­ 
ners, like Japan and others, 
have not engaged in unfair 
and discriminatory practices. 
Their plea: attack these prac­ 
tices in a way which will ex­ 
pand trade, not contract it, 
and will assist seriously in­ 
jured domestic industries. But 
not, they declare in one voice, 
by quota protectionism “which 
will trigger a trade war and 
make a bad situation worse.” 
RICHARD NIXON faces a 
painful dilemma. 
He has promised to support 
quotas for textile imports. 
But he has also stated that 
he would veto a bill which 
went beyond his recommenda­ 
tion.The trade bill soon to go be­ 
fore the House does both — it 
provides textile quotas but it 
also goes beyond the Presi­ 
dent’s request in adding shoes 
and oil. 
Will Richard Nixon heed the 
admonition of the economists 
or reject it as Hoover did? Far 
more than presidential politics 
is involved. The welfare of the 
nation is involved,.

Different Look 
At Overpopulation 


WASHINGTON — In their 
efforts to help the nation’s 
troubled schools, the separate 
branches of the federal gov­ 
ernment sometimes seem to 
be. working at cross pinrpos.es. 
The confusion goes beyond 
the current controversy over 
busing students to achieve ra­ 
cial balance. A wholly differ­ 
ent question is at issue in a 
court case which involves the 
District of Columbia schools. 
The case has national im­ 
portance because similar legal 
efforts are to be pressed else­ 
where — efforts which chal­ 
lenge unequal sums spent on 
different schools in the same 
school district.

IN 1967, Federal Appeals 
Court Judge J. Skelly Wright 
told the District of Columbia 
School Board that it must not 
discriminate “on the basis of 
racial or ECONOMIC status” 
in the operation of the mostly 
black Washington s c h o o l s . 
That seemed logical, since 
Wright found that proportion­ 
ately more money was being 
spent on the schools in pre­ 
dominantly white D.C. suburbs 
than on the inner-city schools, 
Now Wright is being pressed 
by a militant black, former 
school board member Julius 
Hobson, to put teeth in his 1967 
ruling. Wright has determined 
that the board is still spending 
more money in the “richest 
and whitest” parts of town. He 
has ordered the board to say 
why iit should not be required 
to equalize next year’s per 
school expenditures within a 
five per cent variation. 
That, too, sounds l o g i c a l 
enough, but wait a minute! 
Since 1964 Congress has been 
passing laws, and presidents 
have been signing laws, which 
provide for spending more 
money on schools with large 
numbers of c h i l d r e n from 
low-income families. 
That is the thrust of the pop­ 
ular Head Start program. It is 
the central doctrine of the Ele­ 
mentary and Secondary Edu­ 
cation Act that school boards 
should favor schools which 
serve neighborhoods of low 
“economic status ” 


EQUALIZATION Is an old 
concept in education. Many 
states aid local school boards 
under complex formulas which 
give more financial help to 
those districts which have few­ 
er economic resources. 
More and more, however, 
educators are trying to meet 
individual .educational needs — 
the needs of the individual stu­ 
dent. Equalization, as a con­ 
cept, makes less and less 
sense as the focus narrows to­ 
wards the individual student. 
That is the irony of Wright’s 
original ruling and his new de­ 
mand for equalization. The 
students he wants to help need 
a little discrimination. They 
are going to need programs in 
their schools which are more 
expensive than those in the 
suburbs. 
In fact many educators be­ 
lieve that inner city schools 
must soon be aided with a 
massive i n f u s i o n of funds, 
wholly discriminatory, which 
beggars (and reverses) thfr 
disparities criticized by Judge 
Wright. 
Neither as a 1 o n g - r a n g e 
precedent nor as a short-term 
expedient does Judge Wright 
seem to offer much practical 
help with his equalization plan. 
That might be because he is a 
judge, trained in the law and 
not in administering a school 
system.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) started action today to 
ban as ineffective a widely used 
class of prescription drugs for 
treatment of colds and other 
respiratory ailments. 
The drugs are combinations 
of antibiotics and, depending on 
the brand, antihistamines, anal­ 
gesics 
or 
decongestants. 
To­ 
day’s action followed an FDA 
announcement a year ago that 
the 
fixed 
combination 
cold 
medicines were ineffective for 
the claims their manufac.urers 
made. 
The FDA action ordered the 
drugs off the 
market in 40 
days, but granted manufactu­ 
rers 30 days to file objections 
and request a hearing, 
In 
its 
announcement, 
the 
FDA listed 15 drugs. John E. 
Kiggin. an official of Henry B. 
Gilpin Co., a drug wholesaling 
firm here, said, however, that 
seven of the 15 already had 
been, 
withdrawn 
from 
the 
market by their manufacturers. 
The FDA said the drugs are 
‘‘widely used, for head colds and 
other 
respiratory 
ailments.” 
Riggin said the eight brands 
listed 
in 
the order and not 
already withdrawn, make up 
one 
of 
the 
most 
widely 
prescribed classes of cold and 
respiratory m edicin.es.. 
The eight drugs contain one 
of three antibiotics — penicillin, 
tetracycline or triacetyloleoan- 
dowycin — plus antihistamines, 
analgesics or decongestants.

The life of Kay Marlin, 
Southern California painter I 
known for her impressionistic 
renderings of old Loa Angeles!

As a result of her year as a 
juror — spending six days a 
week from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
listening to people in trouble 
— Mrs. Martin said she ‘‘feels 
the most for those people 
who have never 
had a 
chance. I found out that: are 
they there and are they in 
need and are they taken ad­ 
vantage of .” And she won­ 
ders, “Aren’t we responsible 
in some way . ” 
Since that experience and 
moving to Marin she became 
interested in and is now on the 
board of directors bf~Clear- 
water ranch in Northern Cali­ 
fornia for emotionally dis­ 
turbed and autistic children. 
Also a member of a P.E.O. 
chapter and Marin Association 
for Mental Health Auxiliary, 
she will paint a canvas during ! 
the Auxiliary’s luncheon at the 
Elks Club in San R a f a e 11 
Wednesday. 
Emotional damage to chil­ 
dren, she b e l i e v e s , comes 
many times from the tension 
created by parents who stay 
married when divorce would 
be better. 
“So many families break up 
and they don’t break up soon 
enough. The damage has al­ 
ready been done. It comes little 
by little with the children and 
they become out of contact. 
Sometimes it takes four or five Í 
years (of rehabilitation) for 
children to become self suffi-t 
cient enough to let their true 
feelings be .known,” 
"Another thing is the drug 
problem. It’s very frightening.; 
It didn’t just come out of the 
children themselves. It seems 
that we older people must be 
responsible in some wav.” 
Mrs. Martin also feels very- 
strong Jy about a world food 
p r o g r a m , and says “there 
ought to be a world food plan 
with seeds and tractors for 
those who want them.” Those 
who haven’t had a chance to 
develop strong minds and 
bodies should be helped, she 
believes. 
Her idea for schools for the 
underprivilodged w-ould be “lit­ 
tle cottages where the children 
could be brought and led a 
good breakfast and taught, 
and taught to know them­ 
selves. A place to go to in the 
evening like the little red 
schoolhouses used to be, where 
they could go in their own 
neighborhoods and grow up to­ 
gether.” 
What does she think of the 
Black Panthers breakfast pro­ 
gram? 
“I think it’s wonderful. Of 
course these people know what 
it’s like to want breakfast. 
They’re doing something that 
came right cut of their own ex­ 
perience.” 
So many of the minority peo­ 
ples have been mistreated, she 
said, "In fact, it’s a wonder so 
many of the unfortunate races 
have made it.” 
“The grand jury is certainly 
a school — a school of life,” 
she said. 
About the women’s libera­ 
tion movement. Kay Maritn 
said for herself it isn’t neces­ 
sary. “I personally like being 
taken care of by a man I love 
who also loves me.”

Then 
I’m so glad when the next one 
comes along and it’s not so dif­ 
ficult to think of something 
new after all.” 
Mrs. Christie is the most- 
translated crime writer in the 
world. No one knows exactly 
how many copies of her books 
have been printed—the gener­ 
ally accepted estimate is at 
least 50 million. 
Her “The Mousetrap” is the 
world’s second longest-running 
play. It has been 18 years at 
the Ambassadors Theatre in 
London. On her birthday, the 
curtain goes up on the 7,398th 
performance. 
Only “The Drunkard” (20 
years in Los Angeles) has 
commanded a stage longer. 
In 1969 the Sunday newspa­ 
per The Observer proclaimed 
Agatha Christie “the acknowl­ 
edged Queen of Crime fiction 
the world over.” 


Many readers still consider it 
her masterpiece. 
At 80, Agatha Christie is 
avoiding Interviews, But her 
introduction to “Passenger to 
Frankfurt” gives some clues 
about her thoughts on the state 
of die world as she sleuths Into 
her eighth decade 
She writes that her settings, 
her plots, are always contrived 
from real people and real 
p l a c e s . Her “frighteningly 
simple” 'source for such these 
days is the newspapers 
“Look at that front page ev­ 
ery day for a month, make 
notes, consider and classify,” 
she writes. 
“Every day there is a kill­ 
ing. A girl strangled. Elderly 
woman attacked and robbed of

Agatha Christie has for 40 
years led a double life: as a 
thriller writer with “the ess­ 
ence of good taste in murder” 
and as the wife of British ar- 
cheologist Sir Max Mallowan. 
Each spring she accompanies 
him on his digging expeditions 
in the Middle East She has a 
married daughter and grand­ 
son by her first husband, 
whom she divorced in 1928. 
SHE WAS BORN in South­ 
west England to an American 
father and English mother. 
“Bul I am British.” 
Her plots are u s u a 11 y 
hatched in two favorite places: 
lounging in a vast Victorian 
bathtub as she munches apples 
or at the sink washing dishes. 
It takes her six weeks to three 
months to finish a book. She 
prefers to write in winter and 
usually sits on a Chippendale 
chair as she stabs at a porta­ 
ble typewriter with three fin 
gers. “Most amateur typists 
use only two,” she says proud­ 
ly. 
“It gets difficult to find new 
ways of murdering people.” 
she admitted to an interviewer 
several years ago. “ I try to 
steer clear of firearms be­ 
cause they need so much tech­ 
nical knowledge. Poisoning is 
much easier. 
Although a cunning trailer of 
the red herring, she is proud 
of her honesty with her read­ 
ers. “I don’t cheat, you know 
I just say things that might b< 
taken two ways.”

Food items are listed under 
three categories, depend mg on 
whether storage conditions are 
frozen, chilled or dry. 
For example, according to the 
list, of frozen products, boneless 
beef can last eight to .10 months 
w i t h o u t deterioration, while 
some t y p e s of frankfurters 
should not be stored at zero de­ 
grees longer than two to four 
weeks. 
Storage life for ground beef in 
a refrigerator at 32 to 35 de­ 
grees is listed as only four days, 
while sliced bacon in cardboard 
packages is given a storage life 
of 14 to 21 days under the same 
cond.it, tons. 
Dry storage times, mostly for 
canned items, 
are listed 
in 
months under three different 
temperature conditions: 40, 70 
and 90 degrees. Canned" green 
peas, for example, are given 
storage lives of 66 . 42 and 18 
months at those temperatures. 
Similar shelf lives at the same 
temperatures are l i s t e d for 
many canned fruits and vegeta­ 
bles. indicating the importance 
of keeping canned food products 
as cool as possible over long pe­ 
riods. 
According 
to 
Congressman 
Farbstein, the storage lives list­ 
ed by the Natick Laboratories 
“are based upon toe point in 
time at which the fowl item 
should reach a condition making 
it generally unacceptable to a 
h u m a n being as food even 
though it may be safe and. nutri­ 
tious.’’ 
He submitted the list to the 
Federal Trade Commission with 
a letter criticizing the National 
Canners Association for saying 
in promotional literature that 
canned foods will last “ indefi­ 
nitely.” He urged the FTC to 
declare such literature as “ an 
unfair and deceptive practice..” 
Farbstein has ktroduced a 
bill to 
require the dating of 
packaged foods. But he was re­ 
cently defeated in a primary 
election, so the bill will have to 
attract a new champion if it is 
gokg to get anywhere in Con­ 
gress.

Experimentation, Sensitivity 


Make An Attractive Show 


By LAURA DEVENDORF 
Together, Nan Becker’s ce­ 
ramic planters and Sara Per- 
koffs variety of art techniques 
make an attractive show, even 
though one artist seems to be 
loosely experimenting while the 
other goes deeply into one area. 
In this exhibit which continúes 
through Oct. 10 at Anima Mun- 
di. 332 Miller Ave., Mill Valley, 
Miss Becker is the one who con­ 
centrates. Her pots dwell on un­ 
usual shapes and subtleties of 
texture and color. 


ROLLS ON BLR LAP 
To achieve these things Miss 
Becker says she rolls her clay 
on burlap which imprints the 
cloth pattern on the surface. She 
adds further designs with clay 
stamps. Then the surfaces be­ 
come more involved when she 
lap-joins these pieces and bloats 
them into odd shapes by stuffing 
newspapers inside, causing the 
finished work to resemble huge 
crescent-shaped hors d ’oeuvres, 
giant sea shells, opening flower 
buds or other forms of natural 
growth. 
Then, she says that she glazes 
each piece ‘‘as though it were a 
painting.” That she has a paint­ 
e r’s special sensitivity to color 
and detail is apparent and she 
often heightens the effect by tilt­ 
ing a pot dram atically to reveal 
a rich interior which is as im­ 
portant as the outer surface.

When Diana Oughton, dead at 
28, was buried in Dwight, 111., 
on Tuesday, March 24, 1970, the 
family and friends gathered at 
her grave did not really know 
who she was. 
The minister who led the 
m ourners in prayer explained 
Diana's death as part of the 
violent history of the times, but 
the full truth was not so simple. 
The newspapers had provided

Oughton and two young men 
were killed March 6 in a bomb

Some Appreciation Due 
To Those Who Heid Line 


When b u d g e t i n g time comes 
around for local government bodies, 
there is much talk about “holding the 
line." How well the elected boards suc­ 
ceed in holding the line, however, does 
not become a p p a r e n t until the tax 
rates are set. And by that time, the 
outcry has died down. 
It is appropriate, now that all juris- 
d i c t i o n s have set their tax rates, to 
give credit to those that were most 
successful in holding the line. 


SUCH CREDIT is due to the Belve­ 
dere City Council, which succeeded in 
cutting the city tax rate by 5 cents, 
from $1.75 per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion last year to $1.70 this year. It is 
due to the Larkspur City C o u n ci 1, 
which shaved a cent from that ciu'.s 
rate to bring it down to $1.25, and to 
the San Rafael City C o u n c i l , which 
kept last year’s 86-cent rate except for 
adding 4.33 cents to begin retirement 
of the sewer bond issue authorized by 
the voters in June. 


Credit should go also to the school 
boards of Nicasio district, for a budget 
permitting a 17-cent tax rate reduction 
($1.97); Ross district, for a 12.5-cent 
cut (to $3.28); Tamalpais High School 
D i s t r i c t , for a 5.5-cent drop (to 
$2.235); Marin Community C o l l e g e 
District, for a 4-cent. reduction (to 89 
cents); Kentfield district, for a half- 
cent decrease (to $3.325). Special no­ 
tice should be given the San Rafael 
B o a r d of Education, which — after 
voters had rejected proposals for high­ 
er tax ceilings in both elementary and 
high school districts — succeeded in 
cutting the high school rate by 10.5 
cents (to $2.19) while increasing the el­ 
ementary rate by 11.5 cents (to $3.39), 
thus making an overall increase of 
only one cent. 


MANY OF the special districts re­ 
duced tax rates or held them at last 
year’s figures. Among the community

services districts, cuts were made by 
Terra Linda (4.5 cents, to an 88.5-cent 
rate), Marinwood (4 cents, to $1.515), 
and Monte Maria (2.5 cents, to 11.5 
c e n t s). Gallinas Village, Marin City, 
Muir Beach and Tamalpais CSDs held 
to last year’s rates. 
Four sanitary districts cut t h e i r 
rates: Alto, by 10 cents (to 12 cents); 
Homestead Valley, by 5 cents (to 31 
cents); Las Gallinas Valley, by 4 cents 
(to 10.5 cents); Tamalpais Valley, by 
one cent (to 9.5 cents). Six others held 
to last year's rates: Ross Valley, Corte 
Madera, T i b u r o n, Richardson Bay, 
Sausalito-Marin City, and San Rafael. 
T e r r a Linda Recreation District 
shaved its rate 1.5 cents (to 68.5 cents), 
v Me Strawberry Recreation District 
h e 1'1 
Kentfield Fire District s 1 i c e d its 
rate by 4 cents, to 88 cents, while the 
rate in Novato Fire District was un­ 
changed. And the Marin M o s q u i t o 
Abatement District l e v i e d the same 
2.5 cents it has used for many years. 


THERE WERE, of course, some 
that did not come even close to holding 
the line. Among the cities, the sharp­ 
est rate increase was in Mill Valley: 
50.4 cents, to a total of $2.929. In the 
school districts, it was in Fairfax: 97.5 
cents, to $3.975, including a boost in 
the general purpose tax authorized by 
the voters at the polls. Biggest change 
was in Bel M a r i n Keys Community 
Service District, where the rate went 
from $1.25 to $3—but with voter ap­ 
proval. 
Most boards that did not hold the 
line gave the r e a . s o n that increases 
were due to factors they could not con­ 
trol. But we suspect the same sort of 
factors existed in the cities and dis­ 
tricts that succeeded in reducing tax 
r a t e s , keeping them unchanged, or 
advancing them only slightly. To them, 
we offer congratulations for a job well 
done.

The proprietor of a very 
modem new restaurant had so 
many electrical appliances in­ 
stalled in his kitchen that he 
was able to advertise “ Our 
food has never been touched 
by human hands.” After sam ­ 
pling it, a caustic customer 
grumbled, “Now I understand 
why.

Unaware that a savage gaso­ 
line “ w ar” was about to break 
out among gas station owners 
in a New England sector, a 
tourist drove up in front of a 
: ow of pumps and ordered five 
gallons of gas. As the station 
owner screwed back the cap, 
he remarked, “ Well, mister, 
you’re the last person to be 
served with gas at the old 
price ” “What a lucky break,” 


enthused the motorist. “ Under 
those circumstances, I guess 
you'd better fill e’r up.” 
As he drove away, happy, 
the honest owner put up a sign 
r e a d i n g “Gasoline reduced 
five cents per gallon”

A LAST GOOD word for un­ 
leaded gasoline came when we 
went on to another Standard 
station for some of that old 
wonderful gasoline — the kind 
loaded with lead that we are 
told wall kill us all someday. 
This attendant, when we told 
him tale, s n o r t e d that he 
wouldn’t put u n l e a d e d gas 
even in his lawnmower. 
The crowning touch came a 
few days later when Standard, 
in a m ailer to charge plate 
customers, sent us a brochure 
announcing, “Now! For clean­ 
er air — new Chevron unlead­ 
ed.” 
STANDARD S PUBLIC rela­ 
tions departm ent got a re­ 
searcher to explain that we 
had been given bum advice by 
our mechanic and 
the two 
Standard 
attendants. 
“T h e 
facts are that it can be used in 
any car operating in normal 
service without any concern 
about burning valves,” he in­ 
sisted. 
But by the time he added 
that it generally should not be 
used in cars in heavy duty 
such as towing, or in small 
foreign cars with high-speed 
engines 
or in cars needing 
fuel with an octane rating 
higher than 91, it turned out 
that only 15 to 20 per cent 
could use unleaded gas without 
either knocking, itself harm ­ 
ful, or 
without burning 
up 
valves. 
“The only way you can de­ 
term ine whether to use it,” he 
said, “is by trying it.” He as­ 
sured us that its trial use to 
find out if it will work will not 
damage any car. 
THIS EXPLANATION, how­ 
ever. did not quiet our feeling 
that Standard failed to match 
its advertising claims with all 
the facts. Its only caution in 
the advertisements was that 
the new gas also was suitable 
for pre-1971 cars “ with low oc­ 
tane requirem ents.” 
This ignored the fact that 
most oil companies and auto 
manufacturers virtually have 
hidden all information on the 
octane need.” and standards of 
their produce But that’s an­ 
other bone to chew on.

Eight little words could enor­ 
mously improve the quality of 
American life. 
The 
w o r d s 
are 
“sir,” 
“ m a'am ,” 
“please,” 
“ thank 
you,” and “in my opinion.” 
If each of us made a point of 
using them on every possible 
occasion, we'd stop irritating 
each other so much. 
Too many people today seem 
to think courtesy is an optional 
frill. It’s not. It’s an essential 
lubricant of human relations. 
Without 
it, 
friction 
quickly 
generates excessive heat. 
Take “ sir” and “m a'am ” 
for example. 
To employ these terms of 
address is not a sign of subser­ 
vience. It's a way of saying to 
another 
person: 
“I 
respect 
your d i g n i t y as a human 
being.” 
Black people who are sensi­ 
tive to any suggestion of infe­ 
rior status m ay shrink from 
using these words in speaking 
to white people. That’s under­ 
standable. But there’s no rea­ 
son why white people cannot 
say “sir” and “ m a'am ” to 
black people. 
The courtesy eventually will 
be reciprocated. In the mean­ 
time, if things are a bit onesid­ 
ed, perhaps it’s time the shoe 
was on tin other foot. 
“ Please” and “ thank you” 
are demulcent words in any 
human encounter, and they 
can be particularly helpful in 
reducing friction between par­ 
ents and children. The wise 
parent doesn’t try to extract 
these words from his offspring 
by compulsion. He sets an ex­ 
ample by using them himself. 
To say “ please” to a child—or 
any other person in a depend­ 
ent or subordinate role, such 
as an employe or servant— 
converts a demand into a re­ 
quest. “Thank you” is a way 
of saying, “ I also am depend­ 
ent on you.” 
Everyone wants to feel need­ 
ed and valued. “Please” and 
“ thank you” convey this feel­ 
ing better than almost any­ 
thing you can say. 
“ In my opinion” is the least 
used but potentially most help­ 
ful phrase of all. 
We have all fallen into the 
habit of speaking too dogmati­ 
cally. We say, in effect, “ I 


know what I’m talking about 
buster, and if you don’t see 
it my way you’re just too stu­ 
pid to understand.” 
That kind of arrogant speech 
will produce nothing but irrita­ 
tion, whether it’s directed at 
your wife, your children, your 
neighbor, a political opponent 
or the guy sitting next to you 
on the bus who dares to differ 
with you about Spiro Agnew. 
But if you precede or follow 
your pronouncements with the 
defusing phrase, “ in my opin­ 
ion,” a useful dialog frequent­ 
ly can 
result. 
These 
three 
words acknowledge that the 
other person may have a dif­ 
ferent view of the m atter, that 
he's as entitled to his view as 
you are to yours, and that it’s 
at least possible he’s right and 
you’re wrong. 
Perhaps, if we abandon the 
illusion of infallibility we can 
begin 
to communicate with 
each other and rebuild the 
spirit of mutual t o l e r a n c e 
which is necessary to the har- 
m o n i o u s functioning of a 
free society.

Hawley protection tariff bill 
over the warning of the econo­ 
mists that it would deepen the 
depression and start a disas­ 
trous trade war. 
It did both. 


N O W THE ECONOMISTS 
are appealing to Mr. Nixon to 
v e t o the protectionist import- 
quota bill now before Con­ 
gress, on the ground that it, 
loo. would start a perilous 
trade war. 
Richard Nixon will have to 
decide his veto question soon. 
At least three times as many 
economists — all members of 
the American Economic Asso­ 
ciation—are signing the peti­ 
tion to Nixon as signed the one 
to Hoover. 
Their warning: The quota bill 
will hurt everybody including 
the United States; every trad­ 
ing nation will suffer. 


THE HOOVER-NIXON par­ 
allels the fascinating — and 
ominous. 
Neither President was pro­ 
tectionist-minded. 
Hoover was lured for politi­ 
cal 
reasons 
into 
promising 
Sen. William Borah that he 
would support some reduction 
in farm imports. 
Mr. Nixon was lured for po­ 
litical reasons into promising 
Sen. Strom Thurmond that he 
would support some quota re­ 
striction on textile imports. 
In the Smoot-Hawley bill the 
Congess 
went 
way 
beyond 
what Hoover had asked. 
The quota bill approved by 
the House Ways and Means 
Committee goes way beyond 
what Richard Nixon asked, 
and before the Senate gets 
through with it, the protection­ 
ist provisions will likely grow 
still larger. 


THE PRINCIPAL drafters 
of the appeal to Hoover to veto 
Smoot-Hawley 
— 
Dr. 
Clair 
Wilcox, then president of the 
American Economic Associa­ 
tion, and former Sen. Paul 


Douglas, then professor at the 
University of Chicago 
are 
two of the principal di afters of 
the plea to Nixon. 
The appeal to Mr, Nixon, 
which will soon be made pub­ 
lic in Washington, is .sponsored 
by the Committee for a Na­ 
tional Trade Policy, compris­ 
ing a wide cross-section of 
business leaders. Its chairman 
Is Charles P. Taft and its exec­ 
utive director. John W. 1 light. 
It is endorsed by diverse and 
prestigious economists. Among 
them are the chairm an of ev­ 
ery President’s Council of Eco­ 
nomic Advisers (except Rich­ 
ard Nixon’s) since this body 
was created by Congress in 
1946: Gardner Ackley under 
Johnson, Walter W. Heller un­ 
der K e n n e d y, Raymond J. 
Saulnier u n d e r Eisenhower, 
and Leon H. Keyserling under 
Truman. 


AS A CONSEQUENCE of the 
Smoot-Hawley Act. the econo­ 
mists point out. “our exports 
shriveled, intensifying our un­ 
employment a n d deepening 
the depression. The d o l l a r 
weakened." 
The economists do not argue 
that some of our trading part­ 
ners. like Japan and others, 
have not engaged in unfair 
and discriminatory practices. 
Their plea: attack these prac­ 
tices in a way which will ex­ 
pand trade, not contract it, 
and will assist seriously in­ 
jured domestic industries. But 
not, they declare in one voice, 
by quota protectionism “ which 
will trigger a trade war and 
make a bad situation worse. 


RICHARD NIXON faces a 
painful dilemma. 
He has promised to support 
quotas for textile imports. 
But he has also stated that 
he would veto a bill which 
went beyond his recommenda­ 
tion. 
The trade bill soon to go be­ 
fore the House does both — it 
provides textile quotas but it 
also goes beyond the Presi­ 
dent’s request in adding shoes 
and oil. 
Will Richard Nixon heed the 
admonition of the economists 
or reject it as Hoover did? Far 
more than presidential politics 
is involved. The welfare of the 
nation is involved.

'Equalization7 Formula 


Could Stymie School Aims 


By ROBERT S. ALLEN and JOHN A. GOLDSMITH 


WASHINGTON - In their 
efforts to help the nation’s 
troubled schools, the separate 
branches of the federal gov­ 
ernment sometimes seem to 
be working at cross purposes. 
The confusion goes beyond 
the current controversy over 
busing students to achieve ra ­ 
cial balance. A wholly differ­ 
ent question is at issue in a 
court case which involves the 
District of Columbia schools. 
The case has national im­ 
portance because sim ilar legal 
efforts are to be pressed else­ 
where — efforts which chal­ 
lenge unequal sums spent on 
different schools in the same 
school district. 


IN 
1967, Federal 
Appeals 
Court Judge J. Skelly Wright 
told the District of Columbia 
School Board that it m ust not 
discriminate “ on the basis of 
racial or ECONOMIC status” 
in the operation of the mostly 
black Washington s c h o o l s . 
That 
seemed 
logical, 
since 
Wright found that proportion­ 
ately more money was being 
spent on the schools in pre­ 
dominantly white D C. suburbs 
than on the inner-city schools. 
Now Wright is being pressed 
by a militant black, former 
school board member Julius 
Hobson, to put teeth in his 1%7 
ruling. Wright has determined 
that the board is still spending 
more money in the “ richest 
and whitest” parts of town. He 
has ordered the board to say 
why it should not be required 
to equalize next year’s per 
school expenditures within a 
five per cent variation. 
That, too, sounds l o g i c a l 
enough, but wait a minute! 
Since 1964 Congress has been 
passing laws, and presidents 
have been signing laws, which 
provide 
for 
spending 
more 
money on schools with large 
numbers of c h i l d r e n from 
low-income families. 
That is the thrust cf the pop­ 
ular Head Start program. It is 
the central doctrine of the Ele­ 
m entary and Secondary Edu­ 
cation Act that school boards 
should 
favor 
schools 
which 
serve neighborhoods of 
low 
“ economic status.” 


EQUALIZATION Is an old 
concept in education. 
Many 
states aid local school boards 
under complex formulas which 
give more financial help to 
those districts which have few­ 
er economic resources. 
More and more, however, 
educators are trying to meet 
individual educational needs — 
the needs of the individual stu­ 
dent. Equalization, as a con­ 
cept. 
makes 
less 
and 
less 
sense as the focus narrows to­ 
wards the individual student. 
That is the irony cf Wright’s 
original ruling and his new de­ 
mand 
for equalization. 
The 
students he wants to help need 
a little discrimination. They 
are going to need programs in 
their schools wiiich are more 
expensive than those in the 
suburbs. 
In fact m any educators be­ 
lieve that inner city schools 
must soon be aided with a 
massive i n f u s i o n of funds, 
wholly discriminatory, which 
beggars 
(and reverses) 
th£ 
disparities criticized by Judge 
Wright. 


Neither as a l o n g - r a n g e 
precedent nor as a short-term 
expedien! does Judge Wright 
seem to offer much practical 
help with his equalization plan. 
That might be because he is a 
judge, trained in the law' and 
not in administering a school 
system.

Complete Security Impossible 


In Building Used By The Public 


In the one month since the 
Hall of Ju stice tragedy, the 
jail and court security force 
has been bolstered, but the 
fact rem ains that no amount 
of physical 
and 
m echanical 
precautions can guarantee ab­ 
solute security 
in 
a 
public 
building. 


You 
can ’t 
bar the public 
from attending trials. There 
are seven or eight courtrooms 
or corridors, even with a rou­ 
tine frisk, let alone a skin 
search. You and 1 would be in­ 
dignant if officers backed us 
against the wall for a search 
just because our skirts bulged 
or our pockets sagged. 
If a m etal detector were 
used, it would be buzzing con­ 
tinuously, because all of us 
carry keys, a pocket knife or 
other m etal gadget. 


OF 
COURSE, 
you 
and 
I 
should be exem pt from such 
search. Why not just search 
the others who “ look suspi­ 
cious?” Trouble is, any strang­ 
er would 
look “ suspicious,” 
depending on the viewer. And 
if anyone intends to sm uggle 
in a gun or knife, he’s going to 
m ake sure he’s the least suspi- 
cious-looking of any of us. 
As long as we have despera­ 
does willing to sacrifice their 
own lives and the lives of inno­ 
cent bystanders or spectators, 
it’s physically impossible to 
guarantee absolute security. 
All we can hope for is that a 
few 
m ore 
deputies 
in 
and 
about the courts will have a 
deterrent effect. 
The risk of being caught up 
in one of these tragedies is not 
confined to courts or public 
buildings. It. could happen just 
a s easily in banks or in the 
streets. Or in airplanes, as we 
are now so painfully aw are. 
As 
violence increases, 
we 
tend to becom e a bit m ore fa ­ 
talistic. If it’s going to happen, 
it’s going to happen. All we 
can ask of public officials is to 
take all precautions against a 
recurrence with the amount of 
manpower and facilities the 
taxpayers are able to provide.

corridors are thriving with ex­ 
otic p l a n t s , alm ost like a 
year-a-round art and garden 
show in miniature.

Food and Drug Administration 
(FD A ) started action today to 
ban as ineffective a widely used 
class of prescription drugs for 
treatm ent of colds and other 
respiratory ailm ents. 


The drugs are combinations 
of antibiotics and, depending on 
the brand, antihistam ines, anal­ 
gesics 
or 
decongestants.

day's action followed an FDA 
announcement a year ago that

medicines were ineffective lor 
the claim s their m anufae.urers 
made. 


The FDA action ordered the 
drugs

but granted m anufactu­ 
rers 30 days to file objections 
and request a hearing.

FDA listed 15 drugs. John E .

The life of 
Kay Martin, 
Southern 
California 
painter 
known for her impressionistic 
renderings of old I/ j.s Angeles 
houses, has been considerably 
altered the past two years by 
two unrelated events. 
First of all she and her hus­ 
band, an insurance company 
president, have been residents 
of Marin for a year and a hall 
because his home office was 
moved to San Rafael. 
Secondly, the year before 
the move Mrs. Martin served 
in the grand jury in Ix>s Ange­ 
les and she experienced the 
awaking of “ a conscience I 
didn’t know I had nor ever 
dreamed I wanted.” 
That 23 mran jury handled 
the indictment of Sirhan Sir­ 
han for the murder of Robert 
F. 
Kennedy. 
She described 
how the jury considered the 
brutally unfortunate childhood 
Sirhan experienced but said 
they came to the conclusion 
that he “ did the deed.” 
“ In the g r a n d jury one 
learns to distinguish between 
idea and fact.” she said. 
As a result of her year as a 
juror — spending six days a 
week from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. 
listening to people in trouble 
— Mrs. Martin said she “ feels 
the most for those people 
who 
have 
never 
had 
a 
chance. I found out that: are 
they there and are they in 
need and are they taken ad­ 
vantage of .” And she won­ 
ders, “ Aren’t we responsible 
in some way.” 
Since that experience and 
moving to Marin she became 
interested in and Is now on the 
board of directors of “ Clear­ 
water ranch in Northern Cali­ 
fornia 
for 
emotionally dis­ 
turbed and autistic children. 
Also a member of a P.E.O. 
chapter and Marin Association 
for Mental Health Auxiliary, 
she will paint a canvas during 
the Auxiliary’s luncheon at the 
Elks Club in San R a f a e l 
Wednesday. 
Emotional damage to chil­ 
dren, she b e l i e v e s , comes 
many times from the tension 
created by parents who stay 
married when divorce would 
be better. 
“ So many families break up 
and they don’t break up soon 
enough. The damage has al­ 
ready been done. It comes little 
by little with the children and 
they become out of contact. 
Sometimes it takes four or five 
years (of rehabilitation) for 
children to become self suffi­ 
cient enough to let their true 
feelings be known.” 
“ Another thing is the drug 
problem. It’s very frightening. 
It didn't just come out of the 
children themselves. It seems 
that we older people must be 
responsible in some way.” 
Mrs. Martin also feels very 
strongly about a world food 
p r o g r a m , and says “ there 
ought to be a world food plan 
with seeds and tractors for 
those who want them.” Those 
who haven’t had a chance to 
develop 
strong 
minds 
and 
bodies should be helped, she 
believes. 
Her idea for schools for the 
underpriviledged would be “ lit- i 
tie cottages where the children 
could be brought and led a 
good breakfast and taught, 
and 
taught to know them-; 
selves. A place to go to in the 
evening 
like 
the little red j 
schoolhouses used to be, wherej 
they could go in their own | 
neighborhoods and grow up to- 
gether.” 
What does she think of the 
Black Panthers breakfast pro­ 
gram? 
“ I think it’s wonderful. Of 
course these people know what 
it’s like to want breakfast., 
They’re doing something that1 
came right cut of their own ex- 
perience.” 
So many of the minority peo- 
pies have been mistreated, she 
said, “ In fact, it’s a wonder so 
many of the unfortunate races 
have made it.” 
“ The grand jury is certainly 
a school — a school of life,” 
she said. 
About the women’s libera-! 
tion movement. Kay Maritn 
said for herself it isn't neces­ 
sary. “ I personally like being 
taken care of by a man I love 
who also loves me.”

“ Passenger to Frankfurt” is 
Agatha Christie’s 73rd novel. 
She has authored 17 plays. No 
retirement is in sight. 


“ I’m an incredible sausage 
machine,” she says. “ I always 
think it must end soon. Then 
I ’m so glad when the next one 
comes along and it’s not so dif­ 
ficult to think of something 
new after all.” 
Mrs. Christie is the most- 
translated crime writer in the 
world. No one knows exactly 
how many copies of her books 
have been printed—the gener­ 
ally accepted estimate is at 
least 50 million. 
Her “ The Mousetrap” is the 
world’s second longest-running 
play. It has been 18 years at 
the Ambassadors Theatre in 
London. On her birthday, the 
curtain goes up on the 7,398th 
performance. 
Only “ The Drunkard” (26 
years in Los Angeles) has 
commanded a stage longer. 
In 1969 the Sunday newspa­ 
per The Observer proclaimed 
Agatha Christie “ the acknowl­ 
edged Queen of Crime fiction 
the world over.” 


Many readers still consider it 
her masterpiece. 


At 80, Agatha Christie is 
avoiding interviews. But her 
introduction to “ Passenger to 
PYankfurt” gives some clues 
about her thoughts on the state 
of the world as she sleuths into 
her eighth decade. 
She writes that her settings, 
her plots, are always contrived 
from real people and 
real 
p l a c e s. Her “ frighteningly 
simple” source for such these 
days is the newspapers. 
“ I/iok at that front page e v ­ 
ery day for a month, make 
notes, consider and classify,” 
she writes. 
“ Every day there is a kill­ 
ing. A girl strangled. Elderly

It is not an im­ 
possible story—it is only a fan­ 
tastic one.” 


Agatha Christie has for 40 
years led a double life: as a 
thriller writer with “ the ess­ 
ence of good taste in murder” 
and as the wife of British ar- 
cheologist Sir Max Mallowan. 
Each spring she accompanies 
him on his digging expeditions 
m the Middle East. She has a 
married daughter and grand­ 
son 
by 
her 
first husband, 
whom she divorced in 1928 


SHE WAS BORN in South­ 
west England to an American 
father and English mother. 
“ Bui I am British.” 
Her plots are u s u a l l y 
hatched in two favorite places: 
lounging in a vast Victorian 
bathtub as she munches apples 
or at the sink washing dishes. 
It takes her six weeks to three 
months to finish a book. She 
prefers to write in winter and 
usually sits on a Chippendale 
chair as she stabs at a porta­ 
ble typewriter with three fin­ 
gers. “ Most amateur typists 
use only two,” she says proud­ 
ly- 
“ It gets difficult to find new 
ways of murdering people,” 
she admitted to an interviewer 
several years ago. “ I try to 
steer clear of firearms be­ 
cause they need so much tech­ 
nical knowledge. Poisoning is 
much easier. 
Although a cunning trailer of 
the red herring, she is proud 
of her honesty with her read­ 
ers. “ I don’t cheat, you know. 
I just say tilings that might be 
taken two ways.”

Farbstein has introduced a 
bill to require the dating of 
packaged foods.

Two Hamilton Air Force Base 
param edics will return to their 
station 
tonight

jumping 
into the dark w aters of the P a ­

sponse to an urgent plea for 
medical aid from a Norwegian 
freighter. 
According to the Coast Guard, 
sergeants Michael E. Fish of No. 
vato and Barry Hebert of Sari 
R a f a e l , will dock with the 
freighter Barfonn at midnight at 
San Francisco after tending an 
injured sailor for two and a half 
days. 
Fish and Hebert were dis­ 
patched to the freighter after its 
call for help at 12:30 p.m. Satur­ 
day. 
The Coast Guard said the ship 
was about 1.000 miles west of 
San Francisco, when a sailor 
fell from a ladder, striking his 
head on the ship’s deck. 
With no m edic aboard, and 
the sailor vomiting blood and 
b l e e d i n g profusely from the 
nose and ears, the ship’s cap­ 
tain radioed his request to the 
Coast Guard. 
The Coast G uard in turn noti­ 
fied the air base which dis­ 
patched a C-130 from the 41st 
Aerospace R escue and Recov­ 
ery Squadron. 
Aboard the plane with the two 
pararescue technicians was Dr. 
John Killian, a flight surgeon 
assigned to Hamilton. 
Upon reaching the ship about 
three and a-hali hours later, the 
two men were dropped from an 
altitude of about 1,000 feet.
